Witiiosa told 
liiiii he hiid bniioht olio ;iiul solil it, but 
proniisi-d to got It back if he could lind 
tlio man, and afterwards reported to the 
police. The man returned it and Dono 
liue idoiitilied it. 

.■\ndrew Donohue, swurn, stated tliat 
lie was a brewer on .Jidiiison street. He 
lost a coat from the brewery. It was ly - 
ing round anxuig a lot of other old cipiits 
and he missed it. The coat produced 
was the one. He bought it at Seattle. He 
rented the brewery and knew prisoner, 
lie was not in his employ, but lived in a 
house adjoining. Prisoner or any one 
might go into the brewery when they 
choje . 

To .Mr. Wilson -There was a lot of old 
cons, he did not care who look tham 
away, but he did not want to lose his 
own. 'J'hu biuwery was oocupied formerly 
by priaunor'a fatliyr. If ho had taken 
any of the other coats it would not have 
mattered. The coat was about the best 
of the lot. 

To hi? honor — I iniHaed tho coat; there 
was a possibility it might have bean stolen 
or taken for another coat . It was taken 
from mo anyhow without my permission. 

Su[)t Hlomufieldaaid the coinpluintmade 
to the police Wiis that it was stolen. 

To Mr. W ilson — I do not wish to press 
any charijo of atealiug against the pris- 
ouo r. 

The young iiiiiii, Kelly, was now dis 
i liargod and called as a witness.

Wo regret to announce tho death id ;iii- 
other of the piouuora of our province, 
Capt. Thoiuaa Prilcliard, who breathed 
i hia last at 3 o'clock on Wednesday morn- 
I iiig. Capt. Pritchard waa boru in Wales, 
I in Abergavenny, Moiiuiouthahiro, in 1804. 
[ About 5S years ygo ho aettled at Fort 
: Wayiio, Indiana, « hich he left at the time 
of the cholora, leaving behind him his 
i house, furniture, and everything bulong- 
iiig to him. tlo alao visited, at one time 
' or other. New York, Cliicago, and other 
: cities, then in their infancy. In 1849 he 
I crossed the rockies, aa he had previoualy 
] done tho Alleghaiiios, and came to Oregon 
I when it wiia little more than a forest. 
I There waa no Portland in those days, and 
he was probably tho only man who came 
with any money. Ho, however, started 
I as a inorcliunt and ahipownorat Portbiud, 
i and acquired much properly. Throe of 
I his voaaels wore on Columbia rivor bar 
' one after uiiothar. Whilst in Illinois he 
was in tho militia during the Black Hnwk 
Indian war, iinJ lent considerable money 
. to the government, which was novor 
wholly repaid, but ol which he continued 
; lo receive small amua until hia death. He 
was also engaged in carrying largo an ma 
j of money for the government and knew 
I Tecumseth, llie famous Indian chief, well. 

While ongoged in business in Portland he 
I was joined by his brother-in-law , Mr. 
Wafkiii.s. lie cauie to Victoria first in 
KSo-S, ami nfreiwards in ISfi'.', lUiriiio the 
Caribou exciti'iiieiit. The site of Victoria 
wiu then white with Ihe tents of miners. 
The place took Capt. Pritcliurd"s fancy, 
ami though he had been a grout truvollor 
as a young mini yet he suoma iil once to 
have bought Ida late huiidsoiiio losidoiice 
and settled dowli here for the rest of his 
life, for lUie of his favorite axoins was, 
"settle down In a new country and grow 
with it." ilo ilisposed of his real estate 
at Portland at low lii^iiros, living King 
en.iiu^li to see it increaie in value to sov 
oral niillioiia of dolhir.i. He was of tho 
coiii[)any who, with Capt . Irving, tiov. 
Duuglas, (iov. .Moody, anil otlnus, put tho j 
ateaim-rs on tho Frasor river in JSo'.i 
. Since the stirring times of Iritili Oapl. 
I Pritchard has led the life uf a retired and 
resppeted citiKiui, and os ho himself re- 
niarkod, he had "aeon the wihlerneaM 
lildHBoiii. " Ho laid the I'oiiiidatKuis of 
several furtiiiiea whilo in Portland, and in 
his time he planted no less than liveoreh 
ards and eaten of tlio Iruil of tlioiii all, a 
fact which few moii can boast of. He is 
stated novor to have loft this city since hu 
entered it, at leal '^l years tigo, and being 
a iiuiii of very regular habits was si-arcidy 
over known to spend an evening abroad 
1 1 was su hject lo a chronic coinulanil 
from which he siillered iiii attack a year 
ngM, wlii-ii the ( ioveriior l leiieral was 
lioro, lint he managed to yet mil and pay 
a visit to the .\grioulturitl iCxhibilion, 
though in a very weak alale, and had the 
jileasun- id' shaking liaiida with the Prin- 
cess Louise.
